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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1957. 

Of  note  in  the  vital  statistics  is  the  rise  of  nearly  3  per  1,000  in  the 
birth  rate.  Otherwise  there  is  little  change  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  has  dealt  with  the  problem  of  pollution 
from  certain  industries  in  the  district.  Certain  steps  have  been  taken  by  the 
firm  concerned  to  alleviate  to  a  great  extent  the  amount  of  pollution  caused 
by  some  processes,  but  1  feel  much  more  could  be  done.  It  is  perhaps  too 
much  to  hope  for  a  complete  remedy  of  the  nuisance,  but  constant  observation 
is  being  kept  and  it  is  anticipated  that  further  measures  to  be  taken  will 
result  in  an  improvement.

The  majority  of  patients  from  the  urban  area  are  catered  for 
by  the  Chesterfield  Roval  Hospital  and  Scarsdale  Hospital.  Morton 
Hospital  and  Lodgemoor  Hospital  deal  with  infectious  diseases  and 
maternity  cases  are  received  at  Ashgate  Annexe  or  at  the  Maternity 
Wards  of  Scarsdale  Hospital. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

There  is  still  full  employment  in  the  urban  district  but  unfortunately 
there  is  very  little  but  heavy  work  available  for  men.  Industries  offering 
light  work  which  could  be  done  by  partially  disabled  or  partially  fit  people, 
would  be  a  great  asset.

There  has  been  no  need  to  take  any  action  under  this  Act  In  the 
ten  years  that  the  Act  has  been  law  no  .action  has  been  necessary.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  excellent  schemes  which  are  in  being  in  all  the  wards 
for  the  care  of  old  people. 

WATER  SUPPLIES.

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

Sewers  have  been  extended  on  the  Inkcrsall  Green  I-state  which  will 
deal  with  approximately  220  hou.ses. 

The  work  has  continued  on  the  main  .sewer  from  Inkersall  Green  to 
the  Poolsbrook  Pumping  Station  Difficulties  have  been  encountered  in 
tunnelling  under  the  railway  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  of  the 
work  will  be  completed  early  in  1958. 

With  the  extensive  nature  of  coal  mining  operations  in  the  District 
the  sewers  arc  liable  to  become  affected  by  mining  subsidence  1  he 
Coal  Mining  (Subsidence)  Act  1957  now  relieves  the  Council  of  the  financial 
responsibility  for  the  repairing  of  affected  sewers. 

The  disposal  of  sludge  at  the  disposal  works  continues  to  be  a  problem 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  an  epidemic  of  measles,  fortunately  of  a  mild  type.  282  cases  were 
notified.

Standards  for 
housing  still  do  not  consider  that  a  supply  of  hot  water  and  a  bath  are 
essential  in  every  home.  It  is  lamentable  that  in  this  age  such  facilities  should 
still  be  regarded  as  being  luxuries.  In  the  field  of  food  hygiene  it  is  to  be 
deplored  that  a  food  handler  whilst  having  clean  hands  and  a  clean  face, 
may  have  a  filthy  body  and  might  even  be  verminous. 

In  the  past,  great  strides  have  taken  place  in  bringing  a  wholesome 
supply  of  water  within  reach  of  all  and  yet  the  air  we  breathe,  which  is  so 
vital  to  life,  remains  polluted.  The  Clean  Air  Act  1936  is  welcomed  as  being  an 
instrument  to  use  with  diligence  and  foresight.  Certain  provisions  came  into 
operation  on  31st  December,  1956.  These  provisions  enable  you  to  institute 
smoke  control  areas  within  the  district,  to  approve  the  installation  of  new 
furnaces,  to  approve  the  height  of  new  industrial  chimneys,  to  control  the 
emission  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  colliery  spoil  banks,  to  make  by-laws 
requiring  new  buildings  to  be  equipped  with  smokeless  heating  and  cooking 
equipment  and  to  institute  research  and  publicity  throughout  the  area.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  remainder  of  the  Act  will  come  into  operation  during 
the  early  part  of  1958  and  undoubtedly  this  Act  will  greatly  strengthen  the 
local  authority’s  hands  in  dealing  with  smoke  emission. 

A  commencement  was  made  with  the  procedure  for  the  removal  of 
unfit  property  in  the  New  Street  area.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
future  use  of  this  central  area  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  negotiations  will 
not  be  too  long  protracted.  Whilst  these  houses  remain  the  occupiers  will 
be  living  under  insanitary  conditions.  The  development  of  the  Inkersall 
Green  Estate  will  provide  the  necessary  re-housing  accommodation  for  those 
displaced  from  New  Street.  The  new  environment  will  be  a  stimulent.  and 
children  will  be  brought  up  in  a  decent  modern  home  with  congenial 
surroundings. 

Detaijs  of  the  various  activities  of  the  department  are  set  out  in  the 
remainder  of  the  Report.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  work  is  of  an  extremely  varied 
character  and  with  the  limitation  of  staff  only  the  fringe  of  each  particular 
facet  of  the  work  is  being  touched.  With  additional  staff  very  much  more  could 
be  achieved.

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Improvement  Grants. 

Five  applications  for  improvement  grants  were  receix’cd  and  grants 
were  approved  totalling  £725.  Four  of  these  schemes  were  completed  during 
the  year  A  grant  of  £128  was  paid  during  1957  in  respect  qf  an  application 
received  during  the  previous  year 

An  application  for  a  grant  in  respect  of  thirteen  dwellings  at  Furnace 
Hill,  Barrow  Hill,  was  refused.  It  is  now  intended  that  these  dwellings  shall 
be  dealt  with  by  Clearance  Area  procedure  during  the  next  two  years. 

It  is  regretable  that  so  few  applications  are  received  from  tenanted 
dwellings.  The  Improvement  Grant  Scheme  was  devi.sed  to  bring  up  to  a 
modern  standard  structurally  sound  houses,  on  completion  of  which  a  higher 
rent  income  would  be  available  to  the  owners  of  the  property.  There  is  still 
a  large  number  of  dwellings  in  the  Urban  District  which  arc  capable  of 
being  modcrni.scd  but  owners  do  not  seem  willing  to  provide  the  modern 
amenities.  It  may  be  that  if  wider  publicity  were  given  to  the  scheme  then 
additional  applications  would  be  forthcoming 

Temporary  Dwellings. 

A  total  of  eleven  applications  for  licences  to  station  caravans  in  the 
district  were  received  during  the  year  which  were  granted.  Licences  are  for 
a  period  of  12  months  and  are  granted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2b9. 
Public  Health  Act.  1936. 

Enquiries  arc  often  received  for  information  regarding  sites  for  the 
stationing  of  caravans  but  as  no  Local  Authority  site  is  available,  applicants 
are  left  to  seek  such  land  as  they  arc  able,  with  the  permission  of  the  land 
owner 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  gypsies  encamped  on  the 
Speedwell  Recreation  Ground  and  these  had  to  be  removed  The  need  for 
the  controlling  of  such  dwellings  is  essential  as  undesirable  conditions  can 
soon  arise  from  the  unlicenced  dwelling. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer's  Report  of  tlic  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  were  notified  during  the  year  Nine 
visits  were  paid  to  hou.ses  where  cases  liad  occurred. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  into  the  three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 
These  occurred  in  November  and  December,  which  is  not  the  usual  season 
for  this  disease.  No  connection  between  the  cases  could  be  found 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  that  this  is  the  ninth  year  in  succession 
tli.it  there  have  been  no  ca.scs  of  Diphtheria  Undoubtedly  this  is  due  to 
the  intensive  immunisation  scheme  which  has  been  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council. 

Scarlet  Lever  continues  to  be  notified  but  the  cases  are  mild  m 
comparison  to  tliose  occurring  some  years  ago. 

Verminous  Premises. 

Quite  a  number  of  inspections  had  to  be  made  of  premi.ses  which 
were  in  a  fililiv  condition.  Lhc  number  of  premises  in  this  condition  arc  small 
but  where  unsatisfactory  conditions  arc  found  it  is  essential  that  frequent  visits 
be  made  in  order  that  some  measure  of  improvement  can  be  effected.  Evidence 
of  infestation  by  vermin  is  again  very  small  and  where  treatments  have  had 
to  be  carried  out  the  eradication  of  the  vermin  has  been  successful. 
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Food  Preparing  Premises. 

It  has  still  not  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  a  comprehensive  survey 
of  food  preparing  premises  in  the  area.  Much  work  requires  to  be  done  in 
this  field  of  activity  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1933— 1956.  Several  shops  have  carried  out  work 
to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard  and  have  sought  the 
Department’s  advice  whilst  carrying  out  the  alterations.  The  factory  canteens 
in  which  a  large  number  of  meals  are  prepared  are  all  in  a  very  satisfactory 
state.  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
undoubtedly  this  is  in  some  measure  due  to  the  high  standard  of  premises 
and  methods  of  preparation  of  food  in  large  establishments. 

Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  no  licenced  slaughterhouses  within  the  Urban  District.  Meat 
which  is  sold  from  butchers’  shops,  mobile  shops  and  vans  has  previously 
been  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  Chesterfield  and  Sheffield 
districts  The  method  of  conveyance  of  meat  by  road  transport  has  improved 
during  the  last  few  years  but  a  constant  check  needs  to  be  maintained  in 
order  that  satisfactory  conditions  prevail  at  all  times. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Administration. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  milk  distribution  in 
the  district.  The  following  registrations  and  licences  are  operative  in  the

Places  of  Entertainment. 

During  the  year  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences 
provided  in  Cinem.’s.  Conditions  are  generally  satisfactory. 

Shops  Act  1950. 

OlcN  cn  visits  were  paid  to  various  shops  regarding  sanitary  conveniences, 
emplovment  of  young  persons,  keeping  of  required  records  and  notices,  and 
the  closing  of  shops  at  regulation  hours.  With  the  extension  of  residential 
development  in  the  area  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  use  of  mobile 
shops  in  the  district.  These  shops  do  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act  with  regard  to  closing  hours.

For  two  weeks  in  the  year  a  window  display  unit  was  exhibited  in  a 
prominent  position  in  the  shopping  area.  Whilst  this  attracted  much  interest 
the  numlser  of  notifications  of  infested  premises  did  not  increase  in  the  period 
immediately  following  the  display.  Generally  speaking  the  area  is  free  from 
any  substantial  infestation  and  areas  which  arc  particularly  vulnerable  to 
breeding  arc  well  known  to  the  Department  and  constant  attention  is  given 
to  keep  the  rodent  population  under  control.  An  increased  tiumlter  of 
properties  have  iscen  treated  during  this  year  which  has  lx!cn  mainly  due 
to  improvcil  methods  of  survey  by  the  operator. 

A  maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  was  carried  out  in  an  area 
which  is  particularly  liable  to  mining  subsidence.  Evidence  of  the  presence  of 
rats  was  obtained  and  a  suitable  treatment  carried  out.  Wherever  damaged 
drains  '"ould  be  located  action  was  taken  to  put  them  in  a  proper  condition. 


Water  Samples. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  District  is  controlled  by  the  North  East 
Derbyshire  Joint  Water  Committee. 

During  1957  the  Committee  collected  62  samples  of  water  from 
household  taps  in  the  District  all  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  new  properties  connected  to  the  supply  was  17.

The  Table  indicates  the  first  full  year’s  recordings  lor  the  deposit 
gauge  and  lead  peroxide  gauge  situated  at  Hartington  House.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  the  difference  in  the  results  recorded  at  Hartington  House  and 
Ftanklyn  Drive.  The  two  gauges  are  only  approximately  400  yards  apart 
but  the  recordings  show  a  marked  difference.  The  site  for  the  Hartington 
House  gauge  was  chosen  lor  its  suitability  in  collecting  atmospheric  pollution 
from  industrial  establishments  in  the  vacinity.  Being  due  east  of  the  principal 
sources  of  pollution  it  should  give  a  general  indication  of  the  amount  of 
pollution.  The  lead  peroxide  gauge  was  also  sited  at  Hartington  House  and 
the  readings  have  substantially  increased  from  those  obtained  last  year  when 
it  was  sited  at  Inkersall  Green.  This  increase  is  to  be  expected  and  the 
recordings  show  a  typical  trend  of  the  sulphur  content  of  the  atmosphere. 

The  months  of  July,  August  and  September  were  months  of  particularly 
heavy  rainfall  and  the  amount  of  deposited  matter  in  the  deposit  gauges 
increased  during  these  same  months  to  above  the  monthly  average  for  tlie 
whole  year.  Undoubtedly  weather  conditions  do  affect  recordings  particularly 
in  regard  to  rainfall,  and  the  velocity  and  direction  of  the  wind.

Atmospheric  Pollution  Cont'd. 

A  considerable  amount  of  dust  still  continues  to  lie  emitted  into  the 
atmosphere  from  the  slag  works  at  Hartington.  Representations  continued  to 
be  made  for  the  suppression  of  this  nuisance  and  some  progress  was  made 
Dust  arresting  equipment  was  installed  in  the  foamed  slag  section  of  the  works 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  equipment  was  not  proving  entirely  satisfactory 
Work  will  continue  until  the  arrestors  are  performing  their  function  in  a 
proper  manner.  Whilst  this  is  only  one  section  of  the  works  that  has  been 
seriously  tackled  to  suppress  the  dust,  it  is  encouraging  that  some  steps  have 
been  taken,  and  when  this  initial  plan  has  been  pros'ed,  then  other  working 
units  will  receive  similar  treatment.  I  he  process  of  foaming  slag  not  only  emits 
dust  into  the  atmosphere  but  also  considerable  volumns  of  hydrogen  sulphide 
and  .sulphur  dioxide  are  given  off  .These  are  most  objectionable  smelling  gases 
and  unfortunately,  there  seems  to  be  no  practical  solution  to  the  problem.  It 
would  not  appear  that  the  emission  of  dust  from  these  works  comes  within 
the  provisions  of  the  new  Clean  Air  Act.  and  reliance  has  still  to  be  made  on 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Petroleum  Licensing. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  to  store  petroleum  spirit  during  the 
\ear  was  19  and  the  quantity  to  be  stored  totalled  195,750  gallons,  I'he  whole 
of  the  licences  granted  were  for  storage  in  bulk  in  special  tanks  and  no 
contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 

Two  licences  have  been  granted  to  store  a  total  of  224  lbs.  of  carbide  of 
calcium  One  of  the  stores  was  completely  reconstructed  during  the  year. 

The  Petroleum  Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road)  Regulations  became 
operative  on  the  1st  July.  1957.  These  require  licencees  of  premises  to  which 
petroleum  spirit  is  delivered  by  road  to  take  certain  precautions  to  ensure  a 
safe  delivery  and  to  satisfy  the  person  attending  the  vehicle  from  which  the 
delivery  of  petroleum  spirit  into  the  tank  is  to  be  made  that  they  have  done 
so,  bv  gis’ing  him  a  signed  certificate  before  the  delivery  begins.  This  obs’iates  the 
possibility  of  spillage  of  petroleum  spirit  and  thus  reduces  the  fire  hazard  All 
licencees  were  notified  of  the  new  regulations  and  a  stock  of  certificates  is 
asailable  for  use.

The  amount  of  waste  paper  sold  to  the  Mills  during  the  year  was  less 
tlian  that  in  the  previous  year  due  to  a  limitation  which  was  imposed.  The 
total  quota  for  the  year  was  160  tons  and  it  will  he  noted  that  this  was  not 
quite  reached.  The  quota  system  operates  on  a  quarterly  basis  of  40  tons.  The 
target  was  not  reached  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  due  mainly  to  a 
dispute  which  arose  with  the  workmen  regarding  bonus  payment.  Had  not 
this  dispute  arisen  the  full  quota  would  have  been  reached  and  there  would 
have  been  an  additional  gross  income  of  approximately  £75  during  this  period 

The  basis  for  the  calculation  of  bonus  payments  was  amended  in  May. 
Total  payment  to  the  workmen  is  now  made  at  tlie  rate  of  20%  of  the  total 
income.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  increasing  very  slightly  the  total  bonus 
paid  over  the  last  eight  months  in  the  year,  but  the  outstanding  imisrovement 
of  this  scheme  over  the  previous  scheme  is  that  it  ensures  a  Iwnus  to  the 
men  esery  month 

The  introduction  of  the  quota  system  is  due  to  an  excess  of  waste 
paper  over  the  consumption  and  this  necessitated  the  restriction  on  extending 
the  salvage  scheme  A  new  board  making  mill  is  in  the  course  of  construction 
and  this  should  help  to  relieve  the  present  position.  The  Mills  have  promised 
to  res’iew  their  quotas  at  frequent  inters’als  in  order  that  a  proper  assessment 
may  be  made  of  the  amount  of  material  which  may  be  despatched  to  them 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  restrictions  may  soon  be  lifted  as  the 
disposal  of  waste  paper  not  only  recosers  a  s’aluable  raw  material  but  also 
has  the  effect  of  increasing  the  life  of  refuse  tips.  In  addition,  the  possibility 
of  fires  on  refuse  tips  is  reduced. 

Waste  paper  salvage  is  collected  by  a  vehicle  solely  on  this  work  This 
vehicle  was  first  registered  in  May  1939  and  will  .soon  require  replacement. 
It  is  suggested  that  this  \ehicle  together  with  the  Karrier  bantam  be  replaced 
by  one  \ehicle  which  would  carry  out  both  operations. 
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Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  liouse  refuie  has  continued  throughout  the  year  by 
rhe  use  of  three  vehicles  employing  a  driver  and  four  men  on  each  \ehicle. 
This  establishment  enables  the  whole  of  the  district  to  receive  a  weekly 
collection  under  normal  circumstances.  It  is  essential  in  a  district  of  this 
character  that  a  weekly  collection  should  be  maintained  as  any  delay  has  a 
serious  effect  on  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  Delays  has'e  occurred  during 
the  year  which  have  been  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions  and  a  sliortage 
of  staff  at  times  through  sickness.  The  vehicles  at  present  in  use  are  as  follows;— 
Karrier  Bantam,  first  registered  June  1942. 

Karrier  C.K.3.,  first  registered  February  1932. 

Karrier  Gamecock  first  registered  March  1933. 

Karrier  Gamecock  first  registered  Augusr  1933. 

The  Banram  is  only  employed  ro  serve  premises  which  have  difficult 
acce.ss  and  is  in  use  approximately  one  half  day  per  week.  It  would  be, 
therefore,  more  economical  to  substitute  it  for  anorher  vehicle  which  would 
also  be  used  for  the  sah'age  of  waste  paper. 

A  total  of  294,301  dustbins  were  emptied  during  the  year  and  14,838 
miles  were  travelled  by  the  vehicles. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  land  at  Back  Pit  Lane  The 
total  land  now  in  your  ownership  in  use  for  this  purpose  amounts  to 
approximately  WVi  acres.  The  site  has  been  in  use  for  a  considerable  number 
of  years  and  if  it  is  to  be  reclaimed  and  handed  back  for  agricultural  use, 
consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  a  general  ridying  up  of  the  area, 
covering  wirh  soil,  and  seeding  with  grass.  Additional  land  is  now  urgently 
required  to  carry  on  this  work  and  some  difficulty  is  anticipated  in  finding 
land  of  equal  suitability  to  that  at  Back  Pit  Lane. 

One  man  has  been  employed  by  you  to  carry  out  the  levelling  of  the 
refuse  and  this  work  could  be  done  far  more  .satisfactorily  by  the  use  of 
mechanical  means.  To  carrv  out  refuse  disposal  by  hand  is  a  mosr  objectionable 
process  and  can  neser  be  carried  out  completely  satisfactorily.  The  use  of 
mechanical  means  would  ensure  an  infinitely  better  consolidated  refuse  and 
would  also  be  capable  of  spreading  covering  material.  Whilst  operating  costs 
might  be  higher  than  existing  costs  during  the  first  few  years  of  working. 
It  could  be  foreseen  thar  a  saving  could  be  made  during  the  years  following. 

Trouble  has  again  been  experienced  with  the  outbreak  of  fires  on  rhe 
tip  during  the  summer  months.  Due  to  the  high  proportion  of  combustible 
materials  in  rhe  refuse,  rhese  fires  can  quickly  assume  considerable  proportions 
if  nor  tackled  strenuously  at  the  outbreak.  Whilst  the  cause  of  rhe  fires  can 
never  positisely  be  established,  it  is  known  that  unauthorised  persons 
trespass  on  the  site  and  may  have  maliciously  caused  the  outbreaks. 

Salvage  of  other  Materials. 

After  representations  had  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Governmenr,  .segregation  of  scrap  tins  was  commenced  at  the  refuse 
disposal  point.  Collection  continued  lor  a  period  of  eight  weeks  by  which 
rime  a  total  of  9  tons  14  cwts.  1  qr  were  sold,  giving  a  total  income  of 
£38/17/-.  The  scheme  was  discontinued  as  it  was  proving  uneconomical. 
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
